. but found its Variations to be ſo immaterial, 


except when the Rains fell, and were vifible to 
our Senſes, as not to be worth recording ; eſpe- 


cially as the Ruantity of Rain which fell in 


each Month is recorded : But as it is obſerved 
that much more Rain uſually falls in mountain- 


ous Places, than in flat, low, level Countries, 


and Bridgtown being on à level TIO and 
they often bad Rain on the Hills when we had 
little or none; and my worthy and ingenious 
Friend Andrew Dury, whoſe Seat is on the

looſe unconnected State, of the Globules of his

a viſcid, fizy, or bufflile Blood, from one 
- who has a lax, putreſcent, diſſolved State of ' 
Blood; for all theſe different Conſtitutions 
may poſſibly have the ſame epidemical Diſ- 
caſe, at the ſame time, but with different 
Symptoms, and may require d: Herent Methods 
of Cure, both as to the Quantity of Bleeding 
and other Evacuations, as well as different 
Medicines, tho it be the ſame Diſeaſe, and 
ariſes from the ſame epidemical Cauſe; as 
[every judicious Phyſician knows. But T mean 
ſuch Changes in Diſeaſes, as ariſe from the 
Variations in the Weather, and either produce 
different Symptoms in the ſame Diſeaſe, 
ſuch as may determine the morbid Matter to 
2 different Part of the Body; or laſtly to be 
carried off by a different critical Diſcharge, 
than it was before ; all which ſhould be care- 
fully obſerved by the attending Pl. /ecian, and 
Nature ſhould always be affiſted by hin, to 
effett ſuch Ways and Methods as ſhe indicates 
and endeavours to do, if it can be done; theſe 
I have endeavoured to obſerve: as alſo when 
thoſe Changes in the. Weather have either put 
an end to the then reigning epidemical Diſeaſes, 
or have produced ſome other Diſeaſes which did 
not appear before; and when theſe Changes 
were any way confi, derable, or of any Impor-

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tance, I have taken care to mention them, as 
well as ſuch Changes i in the Methods of Cure, 
or in the Medicines, as I found-neceſſary to be

Though I have given but Ps or no as 
mulz or Preſcriptions, becauſe the ſame Form 
or Preſcription can but ſuit a few Patients, 
e Conſtitutions, without ſome Alterations in 
| them pro re nata; and therefore could not be 
of much Service to ſuch Practitioners as are 
qualified either to preſeribe, or adminiſter any 
Medicines; and a Preſcription to the Fudi- 
cCious is unneceſſary, becauſe, as the great Hip- 
pocrates ſays, He who knows the Diſeaſe, 
knows what is proper to cure it. And as for 
thoſe who will neither read, nor yet know how 
to reaſon on the Cauſes, or the manner of their 
Production of Diſeaſes, and yet will boldly 
practiſe by rote, and preſcribe by gueſs at 4 
Venture, though the Life of the Patient de- 
pends on the right or wrong Method of pre- 
ſeribing I muſt, with the learned and judi- 
cious Dr. Huxam, ſeriouſly adviſe them, at leaſt 
to peruſe the fixth Commandment. ©

thing for two Hours after it; but I being 
gone, and he finding that he vomited with 
more Eaſe, leſs Sickneſs and Reaching, with 
the warm Water, than he did before, and 


being much alarmed at his A, this To” 
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he drank three Gallons of the Water, and 
brought up great Quantities of yellow and. 
blackiſh bilious Matter with it, and waſhed 
his Stomach effectually. He then took the 
 Extr. Thebaic. and flept three or four Hours 
after it; and the Vomiting ceaſed: he took 
ſome Panada, and four Hours after that, the 

Purge of Manna and Tamerinds, &c. which 

gave him eight Stools, and carried a good deal 
more of the putrid bilious Matter off down- 
wards; and got ſome Reſt after it: He then 
took of an antiſeptick Julep often, and light 

Nouriſhment a lle acid, at the Intervals; 
and repeated the Purge on the third Day, as 
directed. I being called out of the Town,

ble, to be made alſo agreeable, or other wiſethey 
will neither be able to take or retain it.

But after the third Day, when 
the Pulſe begins to fink, and the Fever is too 
low, it is abſolutely neceſſary that both the

And we muſt now carefully avoid giving

contrary both Diet and Medicines ſhould be 
as much of the antiſeptick Nature as they can 
be made, ſo as to make them ſuitable in all 
other Reſpects ; and that not only in this 
Caſe, but in all other Diſeaſes the Phyſician 
ought to take care that the Diet of the- Sick 
be of the ſame Diſpoſition, and have the ſame 
Tendency, as the Medicines which he pre- 
ſcribes for them have ; for if they are of con- 
trary Natures, and have oppoſite: Effects, they | 
will do little Service, and but ſeldom be at- 
tended with Succeſs, how good and effica- 
cious ſoever the Medicines may be; ſince the 
Quantity of the firſt taken into the Body, 
and mixed with our circulating F luids, in all 
Caſes ſo far exceeds the Quantity of the laſt, 
that if they are of oppoſite and contrary.

Iſlands, and the Continent of America; and 


- eſpecially the Strangers who come to reſide 


there; and ſometimes, though very rarely, 
ſome of the Inhabitants 3 in England, and ſome 


other Parts of Europe: For J have ſeen ſe- 
veral Patients in this Diſeaſe, when I reſided 
at Bath, who never had booty out of England, 
as alſo did Dr. Sydenham long before. I think 
that Riverius is the firſt that mentions it, and 


- calls it Colica Pictonum, the Colic of Poic- 


tiers, a Province in France, where it was firſt 
taken notice of. 

Thoſe who have thin dry Condſtitutions 
and are much emaciated. by exceſſive Perſpi- 
ration and-Sweating, or labour under great 
Anxiety and Affliction of Mind, or are immo- 
derate Drinkers of ſpirituous Liquors, eſpect- 
ally ſuch as are fiery and new; or thoſe 
| who are very irregular in the Uſe of the 
fix Non-naturals, and eſpecially thoſe' who 
live in America, and the Weſt-India Iſlands, 


are | 
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are the moſt ſubject to this. cruel Diſeaſe; 
which Countries it ſeems to be endemial. | 
It generally ſeizes the Patient with an acute 


5 Paily at the Pit of the Stomach; which extends 


itſelf down with griping Pains to the Bowels, 
which are ſoon after much diſtended with 
Wind, with' frequent Reacbings to vomit, 
which ſometimes bring up ſmall Quantities 
of Bile and Phlegm. An obſtinate Coſtive- 
neſs, yet ſometimes attended with a Teneſ- 
mus, and the Bowels ſeem to the Patient as 
if they were drawn up towards the Back, at 
other times they are drawn into hard Lumps, 
or hard Rolls, which are plainly perceptible 
to the Hand on the Belly, by ſtrong convul- 
five Spaſms: And ſometimes the Coats of the 
Inteſtines ſeem to be contracted and drawn 
up from the Anus, and down from the Pilo- 
- rus, towards the Part firſt and moſt affected

and they probably had got a little Cold juſt 
before; but this very rarely bappens“. The 
extreme Parts of the Body are often cold, and 
ſometimes the Violence of the Pain cauſes 
cold clammy Sweats, and Faintings : Their 
Mind is generally much affected, and their 
Spirits ſunk very low. And when this Diſ- 
temper has been improperly treated, this State 


of Coſtiveneſs, Pain, and Miſery has continu- 


ed twenty or thirty Days,*and ſometimes long- 
er-; for I remember a Caſe which being thus 
e in a wrong Manner, the Patient con- 


tinued, with ſome ſmall Intervals of being

times carried by a ſudden Metaſtaſis. of it to

vulſions, which too often are followed

1 Years, without any Pain in them all that Time; 


'he had no Strength, ad little Motion, but a 
' tolerable Degree of numb Senfation in them: 
And during theſe two Years, he was pretty 
free from any Pain in his Bowels: | He came 
to Bath, drank the Waters, and bathed in 


them ; and T ſuppoſe took proper Medicines 
with them three or four Months, and return- 


ed to London without any Relief. The next 


Spring he came to Bath again, and ſent for 
me, and informed me how he had proceeded 
the Seaſon before; and then was ſo exceed-.

. WH . ready treated before. We allo. uſually have 
a Colera Morbus, eſpecially towards the latter . 
End of the hot Months, as we uſually have 
in England, and the other Parts of Europe; 
but it is ſeldom ſo ſevere and violent here, as 
it often is there, tho this. Iſland is ſo much 
warmer; and we too often meet with In- 
fammations of the Bowels, and ſometimes 
with the Bilious Colic, the fatulent Colic, 
and the by/eric Colic, tho' the Jaſt is not near 
ſo frequent here as it is in England: We 
have alſo at times, all the different kinds of. 
Diarrbæas, as a Diarches Febrilis, a Diar- 
rbæa Coll:quativa, and the Fluxus Hepati cus, 
all which are very different Diſeaſes from each

may we not juſtly conclude, that the Dyſen- 
tery is moſt commonly thus produced from 
theſe Cauſes, eſpecially as theſe Cauſes are 
ſufficient to produce it? 
Tho' it is alſo probable that it 3 8 
ſometimes produced by infectious Migſmata 
alſo; which were exhaled from diſeaſed Bo- 
dies and are floating in the Air, and received 
into the Mouth with it when we breathe, and 
there ſtick to the Saliva, and are carried with i it 
down into the Stomach and Inteſtines, where 
they produce all the above-mentioned, Symp- 
toms and Effects, when they meet with a Conſti-

However, 1 think, that we ate 
certain from Obſervation, that this- Diſeaſe, - 
when it is thus produced in the manner ag 
above, from the aforeſaid Cavfſes, it often 
ns that after it has continued a conſider- 
able time, and many are ſeized with it at 


or near the fame time, that the Humonrs are 
in time rendered ſo acrid, ſemivolatile, and 
putrid, that they become infectious, and be- 
ing exhaled from their Bodies, but more eſpe- 
cially from the putrid offenſive Stools of the 


Sick, into the Air, are carried with it, and 


often infect thoſ&who were well and foes be- 


fore; and thus it becomes both epidemical and 
contagious, tho' it was not the latter at its 
firſt Invaſion or ſeizing the firſt Patient. This 


I have often obſerved, eſpecially when great 


Nambers have labored under it at. the fame 


time, as often happens among the Negroes; 


wherefore I have conſtantly ordered that the 


Cloſe-ſtools ſhould always be emptied i imme - 
diately after they are uſed, and not ſuffered 
to remain in the ſame Room with the Sick :

This Diſcaſe does not always bare the- K 
tients in the ſame manner: Sometimes it

At othet᷑ times it ſeizes them witli an Op- 
preſſion and Sickneſs at their Stomachs, a gen- 
te Rigor, with Pain in the Head, and ſome- 
times all oyer the Body, vrhich are ſoon fol- 
lowed by a Fever, with griping Pain in the 
Bowels, and frequent griping Stools. The

or-Corvalfon. When the Body' was bowed. 
and bended down forward, the Greeks called 
it an Emproſthotonos.; and when it was bend- 
ed backwards in a Curve, and immoveable, 
they called it an Opiſibotonos; and when the 
Body was fixed in an ered, rigid, immoveable' 
Poſtate, like a Statute, or when a Limb was 
40 fixed, they called it a Tetanus. The firſt 
is very feldom ſeen, tho the two laſtare _ 
frequent in the warm Climates. 
This Diſeaſe, though diſtinguiſhed by chef: 
three Names, may moſt properly be called but 
one Diſeaſe; as they generally all three ariſe 
from the lame Cauſes, and only differ from 
each other, as they reduce the Body into the 
three different Poſitions before mentioned.

The Rabies Candi ſo called om PR 
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are ſubject to this Diſeaſe from immediate in- 
ternal. Cauſes, without being bitten or infec= 
ted by other Animals; which moſt common- 
y ariſes from the long continued great Heat 
of the Climate, and great Drineſs of the 
Country, a Want of Water, and being ill fed, 
or from their feeding upon putrid, feetid, 
maggotty Meats, and ſometimes from Worms 
bred in the Kidneys, Inteſtines, and Brains, 
or high up in the Noſtrils of thoſe Animals &. 
And as great Heats and Drineſs frequent- £ 
ly continue long in theſe Iſlands, and are 
ſometimes e 15 with a Scarcity of Water, 
and that the Dogs are often much ſtarved 
and ill fed, and frequently get putrid and 
maggotty Fleſh of dead, Animals, it is no 
wonder that thoſe poor creatures frequently 
run mad, and then bite other Dogs, and 
other Animals, as well as Men, which ſoon 
after become mad alſo; and thus this dread- 
ful Diſeaſe is too often fatally propagated. 
Wherefore I ſhall here carefully deſcribe

fire of Solitude; theſe Symptoms uſually at- 
tend the firſt Beginning of the Diſeaſe, and 
continue to the End of the firſt Stage of it:

As all the Hiſtories of this Diſeaſe; give us 
ſo many dreadful Accounts of its moſt fatal 
Effects, we cannot be too careful and aſſidu- 
ous in uſing all prudent Methods to prevent 
them, when any Perſon has the Misfortune 
to be infected with its Poiſon; for I believe 
that no Man who has ſeen the dreadful Iſſue 
of this Diſeaſe, but would readily prefer a 
Maiming, if not the Loſs of a Limb, to ſavs 
his Body from ſo calamitous a Death. 
Wherefore, when any Perſon has the Mi. 
fortune to be bitten by a mad Animal, if a 


Surgeon or an Apothecary be near, it is uns - 
„ doubtedly "3 
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doubtedly the ſafeſt and moſt prudent Me- 


thod, immediately to cut the bitten Part clean 


out, (if! it be in ſuch a Part of the Body, that 


it can be ſafely done,) then apply Aa. Cup- 


ping-glaſs over that Wound as ſoon as pofli- 
dle after, in order to ſuck out as much of the 
Poiſon with the Blood, as you poſſibly can; 
after which cauterize the Bottom and all the 
Sides of the Wound with an actual Cautery, 
and dreſs it with a proper Digeſtive; then 
waſh the Wound every Day with'Salt-water 
and Vinegar, and keep it open with gentle 
_ Eſcaroticks for a conſiderable long time, that 


it may diſcharge as much of the Poiſon as 
poſſible. But if the Part bitten be ſuch that

And the next Morning J uſually give an 
antiphlogiſtic Purge, and in the Evening af- 
ter, I moſt commonly order the Patient to 
bathe in the Sea, (or if that is at too great a 
Diſtance, in a cold Bath, or a River,) and ei- 
ther plunge himſelf, or be plunged by the 
Hands of another Perſon, quite over Head, 


and detained under the Water ſome time; and 


to repeat that two or three times, then come 
out and be rubbed dry, and go into Bed, and 
take the Muſt Bolus as above, 5 drink half a 
Pint of the Infuſion of Rad.

I have alſo generally adviſed theſe Patients 
to go into the Sea or cold Bath, the laſt Morn- 


ing after this Bathing and Sweating ; then to 
rub themſelves dry, and put on their Cloaths 


without Sweating, and go about their Buſi- 
- neſs or Pleaſure, in order to prevent their tak- 
ing Cold, and bringing on a Fever, which 
might be of bad Conſequence at this time. 


I am ſenſible that this, prophylactic Me- 
thod of Cure differs conſiderably, in ſeveral 
Reſpects, from that recommended by. my 


much eſteemed and learned Maſter Profeſ. 
Boer- 
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learned Phyſicians, whohave all recommended 


Bathing in the Sea, but to be performed with 


ſuch a butling and terrifying Apparatus, as 


to excite a Dread and Fear of Suffocation in 


the Patient; and the repeating thoſe Immer- 
ſions ſeveral times in order to increaſe that 
Terror, though he both threatens and ſuppli- 


Dutch Sailors have been taught, and uſually 
do. And both They“ and 8 learned Pro- 


ceſsful in effecting a Cure, that it /eldom fail. 
ed; and I remember that He in his Lectures 


on his Aphoriſms ꝙ, uſually gave us ſeveral 


Hiſtories of Caſes in which 1 it was ſucceſsful ; 
but he alſo gave us ſome. in which it did not 
ſucceed, and they died hydrophobous alert 
Wards.

mentum, which will not only attenuate them, 


but may contribute to comminute and break 


the morbid viſcid poiſonous Matter alſo, 
(eſpecially if they dilute plentifully, with ſuch 


a ſaponaceous Liquor as Whey is, at the ſame | 


time); and all theſe Cauſes thus jointly acting, 


may probably greatly contribute to caſt the 
morbid Matter out of the Body by ſuch co- 


pious warm Sweats, as we frequently ſee 
are produced after cold Bathing, eſpecially 
when aſſiſted by the above Methods and Me- 


dicines. And I believe that it is from theſe | 


Cauſes, thus acting, that cold Immerſions 
have been found to be of fo much Service in 
the prophylactic Cure of this Diſeaſe; and 1 


apprehend that if thoſe learned Gentlemen 
had been with their Patients when they

tution; they were both bitten in their Legs, 
tho" not very deep; but their Wounds were 


both healed up and cicatriſed two Weeks be- 


fore I ſaw them, and they were ſeemingly

The eldeſt Son being more RES Wie was 
bled, the younger was not, they were both 


purged the next Morning; then bathed in 


the Sea, being near it, and took the Muſk 
and Cinnabar Boluſes, as above, {the Younger 
had a little leſs.

Here 0 of te ten Dan who were 
all bitten by the ſame mad Dog, near the 
ſame time, and had no Aſſiſtance nor Me- 
dicines given to them, all died rabid and hy-. 
drophobous; and all the ſeven Perſons who 
took the Medicines and were treated as above, 
all remain free from any Symptoms of this 
Diſeaſe, and continue to enjoy Health. This 
is an Experiment which Humanity would 
forbid any Man to make; and if I had known 
the State of thoſe two Negroes, I would have 
procured them Medicines at my own Ex- 
pence, but was not acquainted with their being 
bitten, However it ſerves to ſtrongly prove, 
and greatly confirm the Efficacy of this pro- 
phylaftic Method of Cure. 
Dot long after this, a worthy Lady of great 
Merit had thirteen of her Negroes bitten by 
a mad Dog, who, by the beſt Account that 
could obtain, was in the laſt Stage of his 
Madneſs when he bit them. They were all

with Salt-water and Vinegar, and then dreſ- 


ſed with a common Digeſtive till well. 


Neither did I make uſe of any Mercury, ei-

Neither durſt I wholly depend upon this 
Aſſertions of the Chineſe, tho they ſay, that 
Muſe and Cinnabar is an infallible Remedy 
In this Caſe. Their Method of giving them 
is, Maſchi gr. xvj. Cinnabar. Factitii, Nativi 
ana 2). Miſce, fi. Pulv. which they give in a 
little Arrack, and if it does not cauſe the 
Patient to ſleep and ſweat, in three Hours 
time, they repeat the Doſe, which always 
procures Sleep, and a copious Sweat, as Sir 
Gerge Cobb, who firſt brought an Account 
of this Remedy from China, informed me, 
which was about the Time that the great 
Boerhaave died, and it is probable that be 
had not heard of, as he has ſaid nothing of it 
in this Caſe; but the learned Baron Van 
Swicten has added an Account of its Effects, 
to the Lectures on the Rabies Canina of that 
great Author, as alſo on Mercury.

But I muſt add, that 
giving the Muſe has hitherto anſwered my 
Wiſhes and Expectations; and 1 cannot but, 
aſcribe much more to the Virtues of the'Muſe ' 
than to the Cinnabar, though it may proba- 

bly contribute ſomething; but from what 

Obſervations I have made, the Muſk ſeems 
to do much more by its ſubtle Parts, both 
attenuating the circulating Fluids, and the 
poiſonous Matter alſo, and ſo carrying it out 

of the Body, by thoſe copious warm Sweats, 
which it uſually produces, eſpecially when it 
is affiſted by increaſing the Vis Vitz and Mo- 
mentum of the Fluids, by the previous cold 
Bathing, juſt before they take it, and go in- 
to Bed, to incourage that Sweating ; and by 
repeating it four or five Nights ſucceſſively; 
and as I have found this Method ſo ſuccefs- 

ful, I cannot but recommend it to others: 
_ Having ſaid thus much on the prophylac- 
tic Method of Cure, I ſhall now fay ſome 
thing on the Therapeutic, or the Method of 
Cure when the Symptoms of the Diſeaſe 
have already ſeized the Patient; and the 
ſooner the Cure is attempted, after the firſt 
Appearance of its Symptoms, in the firſt 
Stage, the better, and the more likely it is to

But inaſmuch as the Hydiophobia ariſes | 
Grſt from the convulſive Spaſms of the Gula 
and Organs of ſwallowing, and not from an 
Inflammation of thoſe Parts;. neither is it 
any Inflammation or Swelling in them, that 
| hinders them from drinking Liquids, but 
the convulſive Spaſms of them, which being 
often and violently repeated, together with a 
Want of a Supply of diluting Liquors, that 
produces an Inflammation of thoſe Parts at 
the laſt; hence we diſcover that the Inflam- 
mation is the Effect, and not the Cauſe of 

the Hydrophobia. But as Bleeding may pre- 
vent the Inflammation's coming on, and abate 
thoſe Spaſms, it may be neceſſary in a mo- 
derate Degree; and when the Diſeaſe is fur- 
ther advanced, it is neceſſary in a much larger 
Quantity ; and I have found it to be of very 
great Service. But I think ſtill that the prin+ 
2825 cn of the Cure, g upon the 
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Effect of the Antiſpaſmodics, eſpecially the 
Muſe, and their attenuating the morbid Mat- 
ter, ſo as to fit it to be carried out of the 
Body by free copious Sweating, eſpecially in 
the prophy lactic Cure, as alſo in the Begin 
ning of the ſecond Stage of the Diſeaſe; 
which the following Caſes ſeem to confirm. 
A young Gentleman near eighteen Years of 
Age, was En OS: mad tame Fox, who was 
bitten by a mad Dog ſome time before; the 
Wound was four Inches above his Heel, 
and bled a little, but was healed up in two 
Weeks time. But the next following new 
Moon, he appeared to -be very dull, heavy, 
and much dejected, but theſe went off in 
three or four Days time; but the next full 
Moon all theſe symptoms returned in a 
greater Degree, joined with a ſtrong Deſire 
of Solitude; that Night he did not ſleep 
much, and that much diſturbed; his Father 
deſired him to riſe, which after ſome time 
he did, but put on his Cloaths, and hid 
himſelf in a dark Place under the Roof of 
the Houſe, and ſaid, he could not bear to 
ſee any Company, and was not willing to ſee 
me when I came there, though well acquain- 
ted with him, neither would he ſee any other 
Company; I went to him, and told him that 
he was not well, and deſired him to tell me 
how he was, andif the F ox had not bit him; 
he ſaid, yes; but there was nothing in that, 
the Place was well t two Weeks ſince, and he

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well after that, but now he had an SE 
Senſation and Weight at his Stomach and 
| Breaſt, was greatly dejected he knew not 

. why, and deſired to be alone; I then took 
him into a private Room, and found that he 
had all or moſt of the Symptoms of the. firſt 
State of this Diſeaſe, (though he was natu- 
rally of a cheerful Diſpoſition) and found that 
bis Diſorder fplely aroſe from the Bite of the 
mad Fox, who had made his eſcape. I or- 
dered zxviij. of Blood to be taken from him 
immediately, gave him a Vomit in the Even-' 
ing, with which he drank Green-tea plentiful. 
ly, and the following ſudorific Bolus at Bed- 
time, and warm Wine-whey after it, and en- 


couraged a warm breathing Sweat all that 


Night; for the extraordinary Virtues of Muſk |

The next Morning he took an antiphlo-

ter, where he drank the cooling, nitrous, 
purging Waters of that Spaw every Morning,

A young Man about 20 Years of Age; was 
bitten by a mad Dog, and neglected to do 
any thing for it, and was at the full Moon 
following ſeized in the ſame Manner as the 
Gentleman above; theſe Symptoms alſo went 

off after three Days, but returned the next 
full Moon following, but conſiderably aggra- 
vated and increaſed: He then came to me; 


and finding his Caſe to be near the ſame as 5 


the other Gentleman's, except that the Load 
and Oppreſſion at his Stomach was leſs, and 
he had more Pain in his Head; I adviſed 
the ſame Method as above, except the Vomit, 
and repeated the Purge two or three times; as 
he did not go.to Scarborough, he went into 
a cold Bath, and took a ſudorific Bolus, as 
above, and an Infuſion of Valerian and Safſa- 
fras after it ; and-encouraged a free Perſpira- 
tion, with moderate Sweating after it, by 
drinking warm Whey after them every Night, 
for near two Weeks, and was then well: 1 
ſaw him ſome Months after perfectly well, 
and have not ſeen or heard __ thing from 
him ſince. 
Theſe two Caſes were taken at the firſt Be-

but I muſt add, that I ſhould now — 
giving the Muſk and Cinnabar as above, from 


the many extraordinary Effects ann have 


fince ſeen them have. 

Three Years after this, 1 was + called to a 
Barber' s Wife above 20 Miles from me, but 
being. pre- engaged to go ten Miles the con- 


trary Way; and the Apothecary having de- 
ſcribed her Caſe and Conſtitution very well, 


I gave the following Directions, as I eould 
not ſee her in time. She had a pretty good 


Conſtitution, though not robuſt and ſtrong; 
and was bitten by a mad Dog near three 


Months before: She was ſeized with the firſt 
Symptoms, of this Diſeaſe, four or five Days 
before they ſent to me, which increaſed, and 
the Hydrophobia with the other Symptoms 
of the Rabies came on, the Day before they 
| ſent for me; ſhe could neither drink, nor bear 
the Sight of any Liquors for ſome Hours be- 
fore the Meſſenger ſet out on the Journey; 
and the Rabies was ſo great, that the Atten- 
dants had bound her Hands and Feet to the 
four Poſts of the Bed on which ſhe laid; fo 
that the Hydrophobia had been upon her 


above thirty Hours, before the following Me- | 


dicines were adminiſtred. 
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I ordered her to be bled fert ad deliquium 
Animi, and added to bleed her as long as 
they could, not to let her die away; then two 
Hours after, to plunge her into a large Tub 
of cold Water, and to immerge her quite over 
Head two or three: times, and to detain her 
under the Water each time, as long as they 
could, not to drown her; then to take her 
out and rub her dry, and put her into Bed, 
and give her the following ſoft ſudorific Bolus, 
without offering her any Liquids with it, or 
for two Hours after it; which ſhe took and 
ſwallowed with a little Difficulty ; for they 
can often ſwallow à foft ſolid Subſtance as 
Food, When they can neither bear to ſee, of 
take any Liquids.

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and diluting plentifully with ſuch a ſapona · 
ceous Liquor as Whey is know to be, muſt 
jointly contribute not only to attenuate the 
circuating Fluids, but the morbid poiſonous 
Matter alſo, and ſo carry it out of the Body by 
the long continued, free, warm Sweating, as 
was above adviſed. At leaſt theſe were my 
Reaſons for directing this Method of Cure, to 
which what the great Boer haave has ſaid con- 
cerning Bleeding largely, and cold Bathing in 
this Caſe, was not the leaſt Motive to it: This 
however ſeems to be the moſt rational way of 
accounting for their effecting this entrants» 
nary Cure, in ſo ſhort a time. 

The extraordinary Effects of Muſk ben 
given in large Doſes, in this and ſome other 
convulſive Spaſms, were not then known in 
England; and as I have always found the 
above Prophy lackic Method of Cure fo ſuc- 
ceſsful, that I have not had an Opportunity 
of ſeeing any one Hydrophobus fince the a- 
bove Patient; otherwiſe I ſhould have given 
the Muſe with the Opium, Sal. Succini & 
Campbor. inſtead of the Weriaca, becauſe 1 
think it is a much preferable, and every way | 
a better Medicine in this Caſe. _ 

And as Myſt is found by Experience, to be 
ſo effectual a Remedy, in the Prophylactic 
Cure of this Diſeaſe; have we not juſt Rea- 
ſons to hope for. its being equally as ſucceſsful

in proper ume? eſpecially as it is now known

India Iſlands, and ſuch Countries as are fitu- 
ated within the Torrid Zone, and are not ſo 
frequently ſeen in moſt Parts of Europe; 
I ſhall. here ſpeak of ſuch Chronical Dif- 
eaſes as are either indigenous: or endemial, in 


the ſame warm Countries, and are unknown 


and never ſeen but in the hot Climates, ex- 


cept when they are carried by the Sick into 
the colder Countries. | 
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And 1 ſhall begin with the Deſcription of 


2 Diſeaſe, which I think I may fafely ſay is 
Few, and has never yet been deſcribed by any 
Author, neither Ancient nor Modern; not even 
by any of the Arabian Phyficians 3 z moſt of 

whom lived and practiſed in the hot Coun- - 


tries of Perfia, Syria, Arabia, and ÆAgypt; 
but of late Years is become endemial and = „ 
quent in Barbadoes, and the other Weſt-In- _ 
dia Iſlands. | 
From the beſt Accounts that I can 1 
this Malady has been ſome chance time ſeen 
in this Iſland, near theſe thirty Vears, though 
but very ſeldom ; and after I came chere in 
1747, I did but ſee one Perſon who had it, in 
the firſt four Vears of my reſiding there; and 
three more in the next three Years: But with- 
in the four laſt Years paſt, it is become ſo fre- 
quent, that I have ſeen ſome Scores of Patients 


labouring under it, yet it ſeems not to be in 
the leaſt infectious or contagious. 


The Patient who labours under this Dil 


eaſe, uſually firſt complains of an uneaſy Sen- 


ſation, or light burning Heat about the Car- 


dia, or upper Mouth of the Stomach ; which 
comes ſlowly on, and gradually increaſes, and 


riſes up the Oęſopbagus into the Mouth, with- 
out any Fever, or the leaſt feveriſh Heat, or 
much Pain attending it; moſt commonly 
without any obſervable Intemperance or Ir- 
regularity in living, or without any Surfeit, 


taking Cold, or any ſort of Fever or other

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Diſorder, which it can be attributed to, pre- 


ceding it, or any manifeſt or immediate W 
to which it can be aſcribed. 


Soon after this burning Heat, little ſmall |

Lymph, no bigger than a Pin- 5 Head begin to 


riſe; generally firſt on the End and Sides of 


the Tongue, which gradually increaſein Num- 


ber, not in Magnitude, and ſlowly ſpread un- 
der the Tongue, and ſometimes to the Palate 
and Roof of the Mouth, and the Inſide of the 


Lips; and ſoon aſter the thin Skin which co- 


vers thoſe Puſtulæ, ſlips off, and the Tongue 


looks red and a little inflamed, though not 
ſwelled, yet is almoſt raw like a Piece of ra- 


Fleſh, arid is ſo tender and ſore, that the Pa- 
tient can eat no Food but what is ſoft and 


ſmooth, nor drink any thing that is vinous, 


ſpirituous, or the leaſt pungent, without, a- 
cute Pain; ſo that ſome ſuffer much from 
the want of proper Food. In ſome a Ptyaliſme 


comes on, and continues a long time, which 
is ſo far from being of any Service, or giving 


any Relief to the Patient, that on the contrary 


it drains and exhauſts the Fluids of the my, 


and greatly waſtes and ſinks them. 
In this State they continue ſeveral Days, or 


Weeks, and ſometimes for Months, ſometimes 
a little better, then wotſe again; and after a 


conſiderable time, ſometimes longer, and ſome- 
times ſhorter, the Puſtulæ will diſappear and 
the Mouth grow well, without any Medi- 


cines | 
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cines or Applications, or any manifeſt Cauſe, 
and continue ſo for ſeveral Days or Weeks; 
but ſoon after this, the Patient finds a burn- 
ing heat in the Oeſophagus and Stomach, at- 
tended with Ructuſes and ſometimes Vo- 
mitings, by which a clear acrid Lymph, 9 
wateriſh Phlegm, which is very hot, and 
moſt commonly very acid, is brought up;

| one without taking any Medicines; or do- 


ing any thing to ſtay it, and the Patient 
thinks himſelf better for a ſhort Time, and 
| ſometimes for a longer Time; but in general 
the acrid Humour ſoon returns to the Mouth 
again, with all the ſame Symptoms, but ſome- 
What increaſed or aggravated ; and after ſome 
ſtay there, it removes from thence to the 
Stomach and Bowels again ; and thus a Me- 


taſtaſis of the Humour from the Mouth to 


the Bowels, and vice verſa, is frequently, 
and ſometimes ſuddenly made, without any 
manifeſt or perceptible Cauſe. ' Some chance 
voy ug but ſeldom, after. the Diſeaſe 
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has continued a long time, it affects all * 
Prime Vie from the Lips to the Anus atthe 
ſame time, and excoriates the laſt; and I 

have obſerved in one or two Caſes, Where 

the Puſtule appeared about the genital Parts, 
as we ſometimes find the Aphthe do, as 
| Hippocrates obſerves ; and in one or two 
Caſes I obſerved it to break out. like an Im- 
petigo, about the Mouth. - 

The Patients are all along without any Fever 
or feveriſh Heat, and their Pulſe is all this 
Time rather ſmaller, lower, ſlower, and 

more languid than it was when they were in 
full Health; and their Body and Countenance 
rather paler and ſomewhat colder, eſpecially | 
in the extreme Parts, than when they were 
well: No Thirſt, except what the Diarrhea 
cauſes, when it continues long, and that ge- 
nerally moderate. The Patient's Skin is ge- 
nerally dry, all the Time of the Diſeate. - 
and he perſpires very little. 

The frequent Metaſtaſes which this acrid 

Humour makes from the Mouth to the 
Stomach and Bowels, and from thoſe to the 
Mouth again, greatly emaciate, weaken and 
conſume the Patient. For when it is in the 
Mouth, both it and the Tongue are ſo ex- 
coriated, raw, tender and ſore, that they can 
take no Nouriſhment, but ſuch as is very 

ſoft, ſmooth and mild, and in a quid Form,

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without giving them exquiſite Pain: and 


when it is in the Stomach, it gives a painful 
burning Senſation, and a frequent gulping up, 
or vomiting a little clear, acrid, acid Liquor, 
and their Food alſo; ſo that the Stomach can 
retain and digeſt nothing but what is very ſoft, 
ſmooth and light, and ſometimes not even 
that. And when the Humour falls upon the 
Inteſtines, it produces a Diarrhœa with a Senſe 
2 Heat, and ſometimes a Griping, (tho the 

laſt not often) and re ans, hot Stools 
a Teneſmus; ſo that moſt of the nutri- 
cious Juices run off that Way, which greatly 
waſtes and finks the Patient. Theſs Cir- 
cumſtances continuing, and the Diſeaſe fre- 
quently changing from place to place, al- 
moſt continually deprives the Sick of their 
proper Nouriſhment, whence a true Atrophy 
is produced, which at the laſt, either ſinks 
the Patient, or brings on a Marayents, which 
ſoon ends in Death. 

This is a true and I think an exact Deſerip- 
tion of this Diſeaſe, and its Symptoms, which 
too often ſeizes ſeveral of the Inhabitants of 
Barbadoes, and I believe of the other Weſt- 
India Iſlands alſo, and has been too often fa- 
tal to ſeveral of them. Ts 

The Nature, Symptoms, and Appearance 
of this Diſeaſe, are confiderably different from 
thoſe of the true Aphihe, either of the An- 
cients or Moderns, The true Aphtbæ ge- 
nerally are, either attended with a Fever, or 
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immediately follow a putrid Fever, an irre- 


gular intermitting Fever, a Dyſentery; a Diar- 
bœa Febrilis,, or ſome other Fever: This 
comes on gradually, ſlowly, and almoſt i imper- 
ceptibly, and always without any Fever, ei- 


ther preceding or accompanying it.

As it-is a new Diſeaſe, we md; give it 
ſome Name; ſhall we call it an Aphtboides 
Chronica, or an Impetigo Primarum Viarum?

ancient People in Barbadoes, which is in the Torrid 

Zone, Lat. 13. tho they probably may not be ſo frequent 

there, as they may be in Zealand; but I never yet faw 
it, but with a F ever, or immediately aſter a Fever. 
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abòut Words; and if any Perſon will give it 
a better Name, I will —_— __ with him, 
and thank him alſo. 
As this Diſeaſe comes on 4 Bowl, and 
Increaſes gradually and almoſt imperceptibly, 
and continues with little or no Pain, except 
the Soteneſs of the Month, and ſome- 
times a little Griping in the Bowels, it is too 
oſten neglected, or trifled with, till it is far 
advanced; and even then, it is ſometimes diffi- 
cult to convince the Patients that they are in 
any Danger from it, or to prevail on them 
to take ſuch Medicines as are neceſſary; fo 
chat it is too often neglected ſo long, that it 
is not in the Power of e or Art, to 
ſave their Lives. 

Divers Means, and various Methods have 
been tried to cure this too oſten fatal Diſeaſe, 
in this unlearned Part of the World; but as 
they were generally immethodical, and with- 
out Succeſs, I ſhall not mention my of them > 
here.” 

As I could not meet with any Deſcription, | 
or the leaſt mention of this Diſeaſe, in any of 
the ancient Greek' or Arabian Phyſicians 
Works that are come to our Hands, nov yet 
in any modern Author; I was obliged to get 
the beſt Knowledge of it that J could, by 
carefully obſerving its Symptoms, and ex- 
- amining what F unctions of Life were either 
impaired, irregularly performed, or obſtruc- | 
ted; and from thence endeavour to 8 
the 
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the Nature, Cauſe, and Diatheſis of the Diſ- 
eaſe; and from thence to deduce the Inten- 
tions of Cure, and form the moſt rational 
Methods of Practice, to anſwer thoſe Inten- 
tions of Cure, that F could by Obſervation, 
inductive Reaſoning, and Analogy; and again 
to improve that by Obſervation and. Expe- 
rience: which Method I ſhall now commu- 

nicate, and leave to others to e or 

find a better if they can. 

As this Diſtemper generally comes imper-, 
ceptibly on, and often without any apparent 
manifeſt Cauſe, it is difficult to diſcover what 
its true procatartick Cauſe is. But as it ap- 
pears from the Nature, Symptoms, and Dia- 
theſis of this Diſeaſe, that whatever will di- 

miniſh the Strength of the Vis Vitæ, and 
leſſen the Momentum of the circulating Fluids, 
and at the ſame time diminiſh or obſtruct the 
Quantity of Matter which ought to be ear- 
ried off by inſenſible Pertoiraton, and Sweat, 
may be the procatartick Cauſe, of this Dit- 
caſe; and theſe Cauſes may be various and 
many; as too great a Delicacy and natu- 
ral Weakneſs, or too great a Relaxation of 
the Solids; taking Cold, uſing wet Linen, 
damp Sheets, or too ſuddenly ſtopping or 
obltrudeing the Perſpiration, in ſuch a weak 


relaxed Conſtitution; too often and over free- 


ly drinking vinous or ſpirituous Liquors; 


too great Anxiety, Diſtreſs, or Concern of 


Ming. _ Cc. And ſeveral other Things 


and 
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and Circumſtances, which are known to re- 
lax the Solids, and diminiſh the inſenſible 


Perſpiration at the ſame time. 
It appears.then from the ſmall low, weak 


Pulſe, and the languid Motion of the circu- 


lating Fluids, and no Fever, but a Coldneſs 


and Drineſs of the Skin, eſpecially of the 


extreme Parts of the Body, that there is a 
great Relaxation of the Solids, and conſe- 


quently a great Diminution of the Vis Vitæ 


and Momentum of the Fluids; the Coldneſs, 
Drineſs, and Roughneſs of the Patient's Skin, 
which uſually attends this Diſeaſe, 'ſhews an 
Obſtruction, and great want of Perſpiration 
and Sweat, which in this warm Climate ge- 
nerally are, and ſhould be conſiderably great 
in a State of Health. And the Excoriation 


and Soreneſs of the Mouth, Tongue, Gula 
Stomach, and Inteſtines, plainly demonſtrate, 


that an acrid Lymph, or ſharp Humour is 
turned upon thoſe Parts, and produces thoſe 
Effects. From whence it appears that a re- 
laxed State of the Solids, a diminiſhed Mo- 
mentum of the Fluids, an obſtructed Perſpi- 


ration, and an Acrimony of the Humours 
ariſing from thence, and increaſed by the 


Heat of the Climate, are the immediate con- 


curring Cauſes of this Diſeaſe. For it is well 


known, that the perſpirable Matter, or any 
other excreted Fluid being obſtructed and re- 
turned upon any other excretory Veſſels, 


ſoon becomes acrid, and that it muſt ſtill be

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rendered much more ſharp, by Retention and 
Heat of the Climate. 

Theſe being the Cauſes of this' Diſeaſe 5 
we muſt take our Intentions of Cure from 
them, and they evidently appear to be theſe: 

Firſt, To cleanſe the Prime Via, and open 
the perſpiratory Pores, and e 4 free Per- 
ſpiration and Sweating. 

Secondly, To correct and carry of the Arri- 
mony of the Humours. 

Thirdly, To fay the Purging, and rende 
the Tone a" the Stomach and Inteſtines, and 
aſift Nature to expel the Humours from the 
internal Parts, to the Surface of the Body, 
that they may be properly carried off their na- 
tural way, by Perſpiration and Sweat. 55 

And laſtly, To firengthen the relaxed Solids, 
and increaſe the Momentum of the Fluids, and 
thereby contribute to reſtore and continue a free 
Perſpiration, and eſtabliſh Health. 

As the Humours are thus turned upon the 
Prime Vie, by the above-mentioned Cauſes, 
and have had their Afflux that Way for a con- 
ſiderable Time, as is commonly the Caſe, the 
Stomach and Bowels, are generally loaded 
with Phlegm, and are foul; wherefore an 
Emetic is firſt neceſſary, both to carry that off 
and cleanſe them, and render the other Me- 
dicines more effectual, as alſo to encourage 
Perſpiration: and here the Rad. Ipocacuanba 
pulv. is undoubtedly the beſt ; and a Doſe of 
torrified Rhubarb with an Opiate and Dia-

abſolutely neceſſary to repeat the ſmall Doſes 5

But if notwithſtinding the Uſe of al theſe 
Methods and Medicines, the Diarrhœa proves 
obſtinate, and returns, as it ſometimes hap- 
pens; for I know no Diſeaſe that is more ob- 
ſtinate, more ſubject to return, or more diffi- 


cult to be cured, than this ſometimes proves to 


be: Therefore when this is the Caſe, and 
theſe Methods do not ſucceed, only for a time 
whilſt they take the Medicines, and the Di- 
arrhœa continues to return, and the Patient's 
Skin is ſtill dry, ſo that he cannot be brought 


to perſpire freely as he ſhould do; warm- 
v2 = Bath 
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Bathing, in ſome of the natural warm Baths, 
and corroborating Diaphoreticks at the ſame 


time, promiſe the beſt Succeſs. But it may 


be objected that warm Bathing relaxes the 
Solids, which are already too much relaxed 
before by the Diſeaſe; but ſeeing that if a 
free Perſpiration cannot be reſtored, the Di- 


ſtemper cannot be effectually cured, tho! they | 


may ſeem to be better for ſome time, yet it 
will often return again; though I have known 
many that have recovered perfectly without 
warm Bathing, yet I have met with ſome 
who I apprehended could not, and found it 
to be ſo after wards: For as I met with. ſome 
Patients whoſe Situations were ſach; that 
they could not go to any of the natural warm 
Baths; and as we had not any in the Iſland of 
Barbitoes, I ordered an artificial warm Bath 
to be made of common Sal. Martis (called 
e Copperas) Sulphur Vivum, and warm 

ater, made as warm as the warm Baths at 
Bath are, and added ſome Aromaticks, in 
which the Patients bathed, and were well rub- 
bed whilſt in the Bath; but I found that it did 
not anſwer in ſeveral Reſpects, ſo well as the 
natural warm Baths did, therefore if the Pa- 
tients can conveniently go to them, they are 


preferable ; as they do not relax the Veſſels 


of the Body in general, (though they may 


relax thoſe on or near to the Surface of it, 


during the time they are in the Bath,) fo 


meh as the artificial Baths Go, though they 
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are made but equally as warm; neither are 
thoſe who bathe in the natural Baths, ſo ſub- 


ject to take Cold aſter Bathing, as thoſe Who 
bathe in the artificial Baths are, as I have ſe- 


veral times obſerved; and it muſt be granted 


that the natural warm ſulphurous Baths, as 
thoſe of Bath, Aix la Chapelle, Barage, Aix 


in Provence, and thoſe in Portugal; and it. 
is very probable that the warm Baths in 
Jamaica, Nevis, and Carolina, if they were 
properly examined by fit Experiments, would 
be found to be of the ſame Nature, and pro- 


bably equally as good as the above-mentioned. 


Baths-are ; all theſe natural Baths, greatly ex- 
cced all the artificial warm Baths that we can 


make: For whenever Nature acts the Che- + 


miſt, ſhe far exceeds the greateſt Artiſt, and 
the ableſt C hemiſt. Beſides this, thoſe who 
go to thoſe natural warm Baths, have the Ad- 


vantage of drinking their Waters daily, dur- : 


ing the time of Bathing, whereby the acrid 
ſaline Humours may be attenuated, diluted, 


diſſolved, and at leaſt ſome of them carried - 


off by 8 and Urine: And what is ſtill of 


greater Importance, by drinking thoſe Waters, 
their Solids will be ſomewhat braced, and 
the Circulation of their Fluids increaſed, and 
conſequently a freer Perſpiration obtained, and 
continued. And though warm Bathing may 


be objected to, as it relaxes the Solids for a 
time, yet as it contributes to cleanſe the ob- 
ſtructed Mouths of the perlpiratory Pores and 
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ſudorific Ducts, and gently relaxes the a. 
of thoſe obſtructed Veſſels on the Surface of 


the Body, whilſt the Heat of the Bath in- 


creaſes the Momentum of the circulating 
Fluids, at the ſame time; they muſt by thus 


jointly acting together, more effectually re- 


move the obſtructing Cauſe, and carry it out 
of the ſmall obſtructed Veſſels. Since relax- 
ing the Coats of thoſe ſmall Veſſels will have 
the ſame Effect as increaſing their E 
and the Momentum of the Blood being in 

creaſed by the Heat of the Bath, at the 3 
time, muſt render it the moſt effectual Me- 


thod to remove ſuch Obſtructions: And Na- 


ture may be aſſiſted in this Work, by dene 
a deobſtruent, diaphoretic Draught, half an 
Hour before the Patient goes into the Bath.

| Theſe Remarks on Bathing and its Effects, 
eſpecially in this Diſeaſe, are not only plau- 
fible in Theory, but! have found them to be 
true in fact; for I advifed ſeveral Patients 
who laboured under this Diſeaſe, to come 
to Bath in Somerſetſhire, and to drink thoſe 
Waters, but they were not permitted to 
bathe in the Waters as I adviſed, though 
they drank them a conſiderable and ſufficient 
time, and no doubt took proper Medicines 


with . yet they returned full as bad, and

Wherefore I gave the next Patient that came 
to the Bath, full Directions both to drink the

Weeks, and bathed twelve times in the Bath, 
and took the before-Mentioned corroboratin 
diaphore: ick Medicines with them, after tak- 
ing an Emetick and a Doſe of Rhubarb, and 


returned to the Iſland perfectly recovered, and 
grown ſtrong, fat, and jolly: And 1 could 
mention ſome others who have come thither 
| fince with the ſame Diſeaſe, and have uſed 


the ſame Methods, and received. the fame 


Advantage. As this is a new Diſeaſe, which 


I think has not been deſcribed before by any 
Author, nor probably been ſeen before in this 
Country; I mention this, that my Brethren 
the Phyſicians of Bath may adviſe ſuch Pa- 


tients as labour under this Diſeaſe, and come 


thither to bathe, as well as to drink the Wa-

As to the Uſe of Gargariſms in this Caſe, 
they are but of little Service, except ſuch as are 
healing, when the Mouth is very ſore, as they 
only ſerve to repel the Humouts from thence 
to the Stomach and Bowels, and to which 
they are but too often tranſlated, without any 
topical Applications; where they produce a 

Diarrhœa, 
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Diarrhœa, which i is more difficult to be cured ;. 
when the ſtrongeſt Reſtringents without Dia-. 
phoreticks, will, at the beſt, only ſtop it for 
a little Time, and it wilt cither upon taking 
a little Cold, or the leaſt irregular Accident, 
return again; wherefore I have found it ne- 
ceſſary to adviſe the Patients, eſpecially when 
they did not come to Bath, and bathe, to 
uſe the reſtringent diaphoretick Medicines, 
_ atleaſt once or twice a Day, for ſome time 
after the Diarrhea is totally ſtayed ; in o:der 
to ſtrengthen the Tone of the Stomach and 
Bowels, as well as to invigorate the Momen- 
tum of the circulating Fluids, and reſtore _ 
and eſtabliſh a free Perſpiration; for which 
Purpoſes I have frequently, towards the lat- 
ter End of the Cure, added ſome Chalybeat, 
in order to obtain thoſe deſired Effects; for 
without ſtrengthening the Solids, and 19-163 | 
ring a briſker Circulation of the Fluids, and 
a free Perſpiration, I cannot ſay that I ever 
yet have known any one perfectly recovered ; 


though by theſe being reſtored, I have known :

it with the Hemeralopes, which probably 


aroſe from their having ſeldom or never , ſeen 


itin Europe: But Galen, the beſt Interpreter. 
of ſome difficult Paſſages in Hippocrates, calls 
it Nux rg +, Nyctalopes, a N ight-blind- = 
neſs; and ÆAtius, || who lived at Amida in Me- 


ſopotamia, now a Part of Perſia, a hotter Coun- 


try than Greece, probably might ſee it oftener, - 
deſcribes it clearly, and the HeuapanuTes, . 
| Hemeralopea or Day-blindneſs alſo, i. e. thoſe. 
who cannot ſee in the Day time, but ſee well 
by Night; likewiſe both Paulus Agineta t 
and AFuarius ** deſcribe it well. Among 
the Latins Pliny ++ alſo mentions it, and the 
elegant Celſus calls it Imbecillitas oculorum |||],

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This is a Diſcafe which is now frequently 
ſeen among the Negroes in the Weſt-India 
Illands, and I have ſeen many; and an inge 
nious Apothecary there, told me that he had 
known fix, eight, ten, or twelve Negroes 
ſeized with it in ſome Eſtates, when the 
Night came on, ſo that the other Negroes 
who could ſee well were - obliged to lead 
them home, tho' they could ſee well in the 
Day-time to do any Work, ſo long as the 
Sun was above the Horizon; but as ſoon as 
the Sun was gone down, their Sight began. 
to grow dim; and as the Darkneks of the 
Night approached, that Dimneſs increaſed, 
and they became perfectly dark and blind; 
and that Blindneſs continued till the Morn- 
ing, that the Sun began to riſe, with which 
their Sight returned' alſo, and continued till 
Night, when they became blind again; and 
thus they continue to be blind in the Nights, 
and to ſee in the Days, for a long Time, if 
not relieved by proper Remedies : ſometimes 
ſome of them will recover their Sight for ſe- 
veral Nights, and then loſe it again, and that 
for ſeveral times. 

I could not obſerve that the Variations of 
the Weather had any Influence or Effect on 

this Diſeaſe, either 1n producing, increaſing, 

or abating it; unleſs a continued clear, dry, 

hot, Seaſon had ſome little Effect on them. 8 
This Night-blindneſs comes on in the 
Evenings, after the Sun ſets, with a miſty 
Dim 
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300 DrisxAsxs, Acute and Chronical, 
Dimneſs, which gradually increaſes as the 
5 Night! approaches, till it becomes dark, when 
their Sight becomes perfectly dark alſo; and 
without any Pain, either in the Head or Eyes, 
or elſewhere; ſometimes a Senſe of Fulneſs 
in, the Head, and a ſmall- Tinitus Aurium 
attends 1t, at. other. times. yot, but without 
any Vertigo or Giddineſs; no. Oppreſſion or 
Sickneſs at the Stomach, or Loſs of Appe- 
tite, neither any other Complaint but the Loſs. 
of Sight; all the Secretions and other Func- 
tions of Life ſeem to. be regularly perfarigedl; 
neither do their Eyes appear to be W 
altered, the Cornea and Pupil appear 
fectly clear and well, and the Iris alſo, w | 
continues to contract a little in the N 
and dilate as uſual in the Night, yet no Vi- 
- fion is then performed; neither = there 
appear to be any Afflux 'of Humours to, or 
any Signs of Inflammation in the Eyes. 
As no. external Injury or r/ impediment in 
the Eye appears, its Cauſe muſt be internal; 
and as no Pain or Inflammation, or any Signs 
of it, attends it, it does not proceed from 
any Obſtruction of the ſanguiferous, ſeri- 
ferous, or lymphatic Veſſels; therefore it 
muſt ariſe from ſome male Affection of the 
Retina or optic Nerves, or both: And as 
this is a Diſeaſe which is the moſt frequent 
within the Torrid Zone, where the Reflec- 
tions of the Rays of Light are ſtrong and 
vigorous, and the Sun being ſeveral Hours 
every 
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every Day almoſt perpendicular over them, 
the Angle of Reflection is very acute, and 
the Rays of Light muſt be ſtrongly reflected 
from the Earth and other Bodies into the 
Eyes, conſequently the Senſation of them, 
and the Vibrations of the Retina and optic 
Nerves muſt be great alſo; and being thus 
accuſtomed to ſuch continued ſtrong Vibra- 
tions, they become weakened, and their Tone 
greatly impaired®, ſo that they become inſen- 
fible of the ſmall weak Vibrations of the few 
inactive Rays of Light which exiſt in the Night, 
and move with almoſt an infinite leſs Force 
than thoſe of the Day, there; and when this 
happens to ſuch Eyes as have a natural Im- 
becillity in the Formation of their Nerves, 
which by the ſtrong continued Vibrations of 
the Light of the Day there, become in ſome 
degree paralitic, and inſenfible of the ſmall 
weak Vibrations of the little Quantity of 
Light of the Night, ſo that they perceive no 
Light, and remain blind till the Sun returns 
in the Morning, and renews the ſtronger Vi- 
brations of Light again, and they ſee. 
This ſeems to be the Cauſe of this Diſeaſe, 
and this the moſt rational and ſatisfactory 
N .

* A Gentleman by riding ten Miles on the Sea-ſhore 
near Noon, had his Eyes ſo weakened by the ftrong re- 
fleted Rays of Light from the white Sand, that he could 
not ſee ſo well to read by Candle-light.in the Night for 
four or five Weeks after, as he did before and after that.

The Hepapanumes, Hemeralopia is a Diſcaſe

It proceeds from a different and direct con - 


trary Cauſe of the other, viz. from too great 


a Tenderneſs and Senſibility of the Iris, and 
Retina, for they cannot bear any Degree of 
Light from the Sun to fall upon their Eyes, 


but are obliged to ſhut their Eye-lids cloſe, 
and ſo near cloſed from the Light of the Day 


when the Sun does not ſhine out, as not to 
be able to ſee, as we ſometimes ſee in an In- 
flammation of the Iris or Retina, tho no

It is ſaid that there are a People in Siam, in the Eaſt. 
Indies, and alſo in Africa, who are all ſubject to this Diſ- 
eaſe of being blind in the Day- time and 7 well by 
Night, Modern Univerſ. Hiſtory, Vol. VII. 
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The Methods. of Cure which have been 
uſed in the NyZalopea, are various, and lit- 
tle has been ſaid of the Cure of the Hemera- 
lopea,” as it is ſo very ſeldam ſeen. That re- 
commended by Paulus Egineta*, in the 
Cure of the firſt, is. judicious and rational, 
tho' his, Method of Diet, and external Ap- 
plications, may. be as well omitted, as there 
is no external Fault in the Eyes, and bis ex- 
ternal Applications are of too groſs a Nature to 
penetrate much into the Globe cf the Eye. 
Some from. its. periodical returning with the 
Darkneſs of the Night have ſuppoſed it to 
be of the intermitting kind, and therefore 
thought it ſhould be treated as ſuch; but its 
periodical Returns, are ſolely owing to the 
periodical Returns of the Darkneſs of the 
Night, and not to any thing in the Diatheſis 
of the Diſeaſe; and the Cortex Peruv. may be 
of much greater Prejudice to the Patiche's 
Conſtitution in ſome other Reſpects, eſpecial- 
ly as we find that the Methods which increaſe 
and are prejudicial in intermitting Fevers, 
greatly contribute to the Cure of this Diſeaſe. 
For as Paul Ægineta + adviſes, we find by 
Experience that Bleeding once, to a greater 
or leſs Quantity, as the Patient is more or leſs _ 
plethoric, and purging them twice or three 
times with an antiphlogiſtick attenuating Ca- 
thartic, and giving * _ as Sylv.

well as I can, from repeated Obſervations. 
The Patient when apparently in perfect 
Health, and without any preceding procatar- 


tie Cauſe that he knows of, is firſt ſeized 


with a cold Rigor, like the Fit of an Ague, 
which continues one, two, or three Hours, 
with acute Pain in the Head and Back, a 
Sickeneſs at his Stomach, and ſometimes a

This Diſeaſe and Bulk of Leg is generally con- 
fined to one of them, though it is ſaid that 


there are ſome very few Inſtances, where it 


has affected both at the ſame time; but Inever 


yet ſaw one that was ſo. 


I bad an Opportunity of ſeeing dns ef : 
theſe Legs, of the largeſt Size, 'amputated,.

We found the rough, ſcaly Skin 
very thick, its ſmall blood Veſſels mch en-

ing thick, (though the reſt of his Body was

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Inches thick, in other Parts of the Leg an 
Inch and half or more; when cut it locked 


clear, like the Fat of a Hog, or father like 


ſalted Pork; the Cellulæ of this Membrane 
were greatiy diſtended, and filled with an 
oily, fat, gelatinous Subſtance ; about the 


Ancle and upon the metatarſal Bones it was 
become ſeraicartilaginous, and cut with a 
grating Noiſe. The Coats of both the Veins 


and Arteries were alſo very conſiderably en- 


larged, fo that fuch as were naturally very 


ſmall Branches of the Artery, were here 


pretty large Veſſels, inſomuch, that when he 


amputated the Leg, he was obliged to take 
up no fewer than twelve Branches of the 


Artery with his Needle, though the Leg was 


taken off above the Knee, and the Swelling 
(in which the Veſſels were much more dif- 
tended) extended no higher than the Patella, ſo 
that the Veſſels were diſtended even in the 
Thigh, where no Swelling appeared: The 
Femural Artery where it was amputated was 


ve ry large, and the Poplitean Nerve was ei- 


chip naturally larger than uſual, or its Coats 


were rendered thicker by the Diſeaſe. The 


Muſcles and their Tendons were in their na- 


tural State, and the Bones, even thoſe of the 
Toes, in which there was an Ulcer, were, all 
cleng and ſound. 


From whence it appears, that the morbid 


Matter of this Diſeaſe was ſolely depoſited 


in the Cellulz of the Membrana Aurel, and 
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was not extended or carried into the Celluls A 
that Membrane which are expanded between 
the Muſcles and their conſtituent Fibres, but 
was depoſited in the external Cellulz of that 
Membrane which contain the Fat, after each 
Paroxiſm of this peculiar Fever; and that 
the Cauſe of this monſtrous Leg, which gives 
the Name to this Diſeaſe, is the morbid Mat- 
ter of a Fever which is gradually depoſited 
on the Leg by an imperfect Criſis of each a 
toxiſm of this - peculiar Fever, and is tru 
the Effect of that Diſeaſe; and may m or 
properly be called a Chronical Diſeaſe, which 
ariſes from an acute one. 
I think none of the Greek Phyſicians have 
given us any Deſcription of this Diſeaſe; 
neither have any of the Arabians, except Ma- 
homed Ebn Zacharia Rhazis*, who has de- 
ſcribed its laſt or full grown State very well, 
but not the preceding Fever which produces 
it: He ſays, it may be cured in the Begin- 
ning of the Diſeaſe, but when it is grown in- 
veterate, it is incurable; and the Reaſon of 
this, will appear more fully hereafter. 
As this Diſeaſe is ſolely produced by the 
Fever above deſcribed, taking that Fever off, 
muſt conſequently prevent the Production of 
it, if it be taxen before the Humours are fix- 
ed in the Leg.

| Fever's going off, by an imperfect Criſis, as 
above, is fingular and peculiar to itfelf, Theſe 


Conſiderations firſt induced me to try the fol- 
lowing Method of Cure, as all the other Me- 
thods uſed in theſe Parts were generally 
found to be unſucceſsful; and 1 found it to 
anſwer my Expectations, if the Diſeaſe was 


taken in proper time, before the Leg was 
much enlarged, and the Humours fixed there. 


When the Rigor and Fever has ſeized the 
Patient, if I find one of the inguinal Glands 
inffamed, tumefied, hard, and painful, and the 
red Stroke from it Jon the Thigh to the 
Leg, which are the pathognomic Symptoms 
of this Diſeaſe, and certainly diſtinguiſh it 


from all other Fevers; though we find the 


Patient very hot, and the Fever pretty high,

And as this Diſeaſe is very ſubject to return, 
I uſually order another Ounce of the Bark to

HE Lepra dint, Is ee a 
Diſeaſe which is peculiar to ſuch Coun. 
tries as are ſituated within the Torrid Zone; 
and was known many Ages fince in Arabia; 
Perſia, and in various Parts of Africa; in 
which Countries it ſeems to have been indi- 
genous. Different Names have been given to 
this Diſeaſe by different Authors, Which has 
cauſed ſome Miſtakes and Confuſion among 


more modern Authors, who probably had 
never ſeen it. Moſt if not all the Greek- 
Phyſicians, who lived after Galen, have men- 


tioned it; as Aretæus of Cappadox, Paulus of

where near to the Sea-ſhore, where all Com- 


munication with thoſe who are ſound, may 
be entirely cut off. This Dreadful Diſeaſe, 


was firſt brought to this and the other Sugar” 
Hands by the Negroes from Africa, and is 


undoubtedly a Native of that Quarter of the 
World and Arabia, and is not originally of 
this weſtern Part of it; neither was it ever: 
known here, before it was brought hither

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that numerous Spots begin to appear in va-

Spots uſually firſt appear on the Forehead and 
Chin, and continue gradually to increaſe, both 
in Number and Magnitude; for many Weeks 
or Months, without the Patient's knowing 
that he has the Diſeaſe. And as theſe Spots 
increaſe, the Skin on and near thoſe Places be- 
gins to grow unequally thicker, then hard 
and rough, with hard Scales, eſpecially on.the 
Face, Arms, and Legs, with a Numbneſs 
and Difficulty of moving the Fingers and 
Toes; theſe Scales are not like thoſe of the 
Lepra Grecorum, nor fall off as thoſe do. 
The Hairs on all the Parts of the Body gra- 
dually fall off; and become thinner; The - 
Reſpiration gradually grows difficult, and the 
Voice obſcure and a little hoarſe, the Breath 
fœtid and offenſive, the Lobes of the Ears 
become thick and knotty, the Cheeks large 
and ſometimes tuberous, as alſo the Forehead 
and Eyebrows; the Chin is dilated, and all 
' theſe are of a livid reddiſh Colour : Their _ 
Urine is thick and turbid, like to that of Cat- 
tle; their Diſpoſitions of Mind, Sleep, and 
Dreams, are diſturbed, like thoſe who are 
melancholy, and ſome are ſuddenly awaked 
out of their Sleeps as if they were ſuffocated, 
which cauſes them to jump up. All who la- 
bour under this Diſeaſe have frequent and 
OBE 
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ſtrong | Diſpoſitions. to Venery. Varitol | 
Veins of a blackiſh Colour, Warts or knotty 
Puſtules, are obſerved to riſe about the Root 
of the Tongue, under the Eye-lids, and be- 
hind the Ears. All theſe Symptoms gradual- 
ly and flowly increaſe, and grow Worſe as 
the Diſeaſe advances and the Body becomes 
lean and deformed; While the Face, Calves 
of the Legs, and the Feet grow tumid, and 
the laſt moſt commonly cold. and torpid, 
| Thus the Diſeaſe continues to increaſe and 
grow worſe for many Years; when-the/Pinnz | 
of the Noſe being thick and tuberous, and 
its Cartilage or Septum is corroded and waſt- 
ed away, or falls down, and the Noſe be- 
comes thick and flat, fo that the Noftrils are 
in a great meaſure obſtructed, and the Pa- 
tient's Voice ſeems hollow like a Pentriloqui. 
His Lips grow thick and are reverted ; his 
Eyes are preternaturally round at their inter- 
nal Angles, their Whites become yellowiſh, 
thick and bard, almoſt like the Nails of one's 
Fingers, by the Continuance of the Diſeaſe. 
The Hairs fall off from the Eye- brous and 
Eye lids, which are grown thick, hard and 
callous, as alſo from the Chin, and Sthets come 
up in their Place, but much fewer and ſmaller; 
the Ears at laſt become acute, and are ex- 
tenuated and eaten away: the Fingers and 
Toes are greatly ſwelled, and crack with dry 
Fiſſures, and are ſornerimes ſo puffed up, 
that they are, as it Were, buried under the 
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Muſcles are waſted all over the Body; and 
the Face and Countenance ſo disfigured with 


- tuberous: Knots, as before- mentioned, that it 
appears deformed and horrid, ſuch as that 
ol a Satyr is imagined to be, or like to that 


of a Lion; hence the Greeks gave this Diſ- 
eaſe both the Names of Satyriafim, and Leon 


tigim. And now when the Diſeaſe is arriv- 
ed at its laſt Stage, the Voice is exceeding 
hollow, and virulent Ulcers affect the Hands 

and. Feet, and ſometimes ſome other Parts of 
the Body ; and the Skin, and Part of the Fleſh 


on the Feet, is entirely deprived of all Sen- 
ſation, ſo chat if you pierce them with a 


Needle, or ſcald them with boiling Water; or 
even apply a red - hot Iron to them, they are 
not ſenſible of any Pain. And at laſt the 
Humours are all become ſo very acrid, that a 
ſmall Fever ariſes, which ſoon carries off the 
miſerable Patient, 


I have here Jeſeribed all the Sy ymptoms 


which attend this loathſome Diſeaſe; not 


that every Patient who labours under it has 


every Symptom here deſcribed, but ſome 


have more, and others have fewer of. them; 


though, in general, they haue much the great - 


eſt Part of them ſooner or later; and in this 
miſerable Condition, often drag on Life for 


many Years. before they die. O the happy 
Climate of England, which is totally a Stranger 
to this, and ſome other mien Diſeaſes!

Vet ſeveral ignorant and illiterate Quacks, 
here, have promiſed a certain Cure, even 
at any time of the Diſeaſe, but have as con- 
ſtantly failed of Succeſs; for thoſe very Pre- 
tenſions and Promiſes, which ſuch Men 
uſually make, are ſufficient Proofs that they 
are both ignorant of the Nature of the Dii- 
_ eaſe, and the Power of their Medicines. I
